ARRIVAL KEPT SECRET 

White House Secretary Stephen T. Early, in releasing 
the news of the Washington confer@hces, said the state- 
ment had been approved by Molotov before he left this 
country and by the President. 

The visit of the Commissar was one of the better kept 
secrets of the war to date. 

Aside from general speculation that momentous con- 
ferences involving the United States, the Soviet Union. 
and Great Britain were in progress in either Washington, 
Moscow or London, the American public was not aware 
that such an important Soviet leader had been in the 
country until after he returned to his homeland. 

Molotov came to the United States on the invitation 
of Mr. Roosevelt, arriving in Washington on the afternoon 
of Friday, May 29. He had not been expected until 8:30 
o'clock that night. Because he reached here four hours 
ahead of time, there was no formal reception committee 
on hand to greet him. 

White House cars and a group of State Department 
officials hastened to the point of Molotov’s arrival in 
Washington and escorted him back to the White House, 
where he was met by the Chief Executive. 

It was learned that after brief formalities of welcome, 
Molotov was given an opportunity to rest before dining 
with the Chief Executive. Instead, he went for a walk 
around the lower White House grounds in full view of 
hundreds of homegoing government workers. 

After dinner, the President and Molotov talked well 
into the evening, for Mr. Roosevelt likes nothing better 
than to converse with an interesting visitor, particularly 
when that visitor is a leader of a major partner in the 
fight against the Axis. 

After spending his first night at the White House, 
Molotov and his party moved across Pennsylvania Avenue 
to the Blair House, an historic old mansion now used by 
this government for guests of state. 

A heavy police detail guarded Blair House before 
Molotov’s arrival and the guard was increased while he 
was there. Ambassador Litvinoff and his English-born 
wife both visited Molotov at the Blair House. 

Molotov was seen leaving Blair House on several occa- 
sions, probably for conferences with Allied officials. Ac- 
companied by several aides, he would walk briskly down 
the steps of the picturesque old home and into a limousine. 
Once, he paused in front of the house for a breath of air 
while the police guard steered passers-by around him. 

Molotov undoubtedly took up the new master lend- 
lease agreement between the United States and his 
country; an agreement that is expected to be signed 
shortly because the first Moscow supply agreement expires 
June 30. 

The conversations with Mr. Roosevelt, judging from 
the statement, also went deeply into economic and post-

Scores of engineers and hun- 
dreds of Stakhanovites (workers 
who consistently exceed production 
quotas) participated in working 
out the new method which saves 
much precious time in installation, 
assembly and welding. 

Use of the casting process has 
also reduced by 50 per cent the 
time required for heat treating 
and has measurably reduced fuel’ 
consumption. 

The new process also releases 
precious machine tools for other 
work and makes possible a 15 per 
cent saving of high-grade armor

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Browder on U.S.-Soviet Relations 


More than three years ago Earl Browder told 
America of the value of closer relations with 
the Soviet Union. On Feb. 27, 1939 Browder 
said: 

Regardless of whether one may approve or 
disapprove of the inner regime of the Soviet 
Union, and of its economic system, one thing 
is clear beyond all doubt for every American 
who loves his country and wishes to preserve 
its independence and well-being. That is, that 
the Soviet Union, its government and its peo- 
ple, are natural friends of the United States 
ard its people, and the two nations are na- 
turally friends, with common aims and faced 
with common enemies, in the present strained 
and dangerous international situation, in 
which the new world war is already begun. 
There is no possible or conceivable course of 
events which could place the United States 
and the Soviet Union on opposite sides in the 
world - alignment which is being hammered 
out by the aggressions of the Berlin-Rome- 
Tokio Alliance of war-making powers. The 
Soviet Union is unalterably on the side of 
international order and peace, against all ag- 


gressions everywhere in the world; the only, 


way in which the United States could be on 
the opposite side would be for our country to 
enter the path of imperialistic aggression as 
a partndr of the Berlin-Rome-Tokio axis, and 


this, I think it will be agreed, is so directly 
contrary to the whole history, tradition, and 


temper of the American people, as to be un- 


thinkable. 

It is, therefore, of supreme importance to 
all Americans, tegardiess of their economic 
and political convictions otherwise, to under- 
stand the Soviet Union, its growing weight in 
world affairs, the system out of which arises 
its growing strength, and its potentiality as 
an active friend of our country in a world 
full of dangers and pitfalls. Perhaps we will 
be able to learn something from the economic 
system of the Soviet Union which will help 
us to solve our American problems. But 
whether that is so or not, and on this ques- 
tion some of my audience may disagree, it 
cannot be denied that the Soviet Union is a 
great and growing power in the world, upon 
the basis of the Soviet economy, that it is a 
power most friendly to the United States with 
no interests or policies which could change 
this friendship to its opposite, and therefore,

American labor, rejoicing at the news of 
the U. S.-Soviet agreement and the Soviet- 


British pact, will be thinking today of another - 


visitor from abroad who has been in this coun- 
try during the stay of Vice-Premier Molotov. 
This is Sir Walter Citrine who came here on 
the urgent mission of bringing American, So- 
viet and British labor together to advance vic- 
tory over Hitlerism. 

Although Citrine’s mission is bound up 
closely with the very questions of winning 
the war and securing the post-viciory peace 
which were discussed by President Roosevelt 
and Molotov, the secretary of the British 
Trades Union Congress has not yet fully suc- 
ceeded in his purpose. | 

The CIO Executive Board at its historic meet- 


ing in Washington, moved promptly and em> 


phatically in favor of international labor co- 
operation. However, the AFL Executive Coun- 
cil, after listening to Citrine’s proposal for af- 
filiation with the Anglo-Soviet Trade Union 
Committee, presented counter-proposals which 
have not yet been mode, public and which 
have left the labor movement with a feeling 
of uneasiness. 

Citrine, in speeches before labor, made clear 
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tion. The governments of the United Nations 
are cooperating to win the war and secure 
the peace,~he pointed out, and surely labor 
has much to contribute to the solution of these 
problems. 

The epoch-making agreement now reached 
between the governments of the United States 
and the Soviet Union, serves to emphasize 
the inconsistency of having the labor move- 
ments of the leading United Nations fail to 
work together when the governments are 
closer than ever before. ° | 


In addition to the part that international la- 


bor could play in guaranteeing a speedy vic- 
tory and a people’s peace, the American trade 
unions would undoubtedly gain right here at 
home from such world-wide affiliation. For 
such a move would raise the stature of labor 
in the eyes of all the other sections of the 
population and would be a bitter blow to 
labor-baiters like Howard Smith, Martin Dies 
and Westbrook Pegler who continually seek 
to turn the rest of the people against the work- 
ers.

Behind War, But Bosses 
Cling to Traditional Ways

EW BEDFORD, Mass.—Many, many years ago New 
Bedford was a famous whaling town. From the Cape 
Verde Islands (300 miles off the coast of Africa), came 
many Portugese. Some became fishermen, but the ma- 
jority found their way into the textile mills. Today New 
Bedford has the largest Portugese population in the U. 8. 
Although the Portugese are a substantial part of the city's population, 
they aré outranked by the English, some of whom have worked in the 
city’s textile mills for 30 years or more. (On the train from New 
Bedford to Boston I met one of them—now retired after putting in 
most of his life as a weaver—who talked of his youthful trade union 
experiences in Lancashire, of Robert Blatchford and his “Merrie 
England” and of the great socialist agitator and editor Harry Quelch 
(mentioned by Lenin for his help in finding a printing press in Lon- 
don where Lenin could issue his broadsides that prepared the Rus- 
sian masses for the seizure of power). 

My meeting in the Odd Felldws hall was a veritable League of 
Nations—but with people’s representatives.

Italian Anti-Fascist Gets 
Letter Past Duce to CBS 


The Columbia Broadcasting System has just received 
its first letter from a listener in Italy since the declaration 


of war by the United States against the Axis. 

It was datelined “Milan, April 1942.”" But the envelope which 
contained the letter was postmarked Brisone, city in the Swiss canton 
of Ticino, just across the Italian frontier. 

The letter, according te Marcello Maestro, chief of the CBS Italian 
news section, evidently was smuggled over the border and mailed by 
anti-Fascist friends in Switzerland. It was anonymous “for obvious 
reasons,” Maestro said. The text of the letter follows: 

) “The writer of this letter is an Italian who listens whenever dis- 
turbances do not prevent him from déing so to your words which come 
through the air.
